God’s Word can no more be de- 
stroyed than God can be destroyed. And 
the Bible is God’s Word. One of the 
greatest tragedies of today, both in the

ago D. L. Moody said: “I can secure 
a hundred men who can teach Greek 
and Latin well where I can find only 
one who can teach the Bible well.

In this con- 
nection the late Dr. Griffith Thomas used 
to quote the reassuring word Paul spoke 
to the Philippian jailer who was about 
to commit suicide, “supposing that the 
prisoners had been fled” when the prison 
doors were opened by a great earth- 
quake. Dr. Thomas would say: “After 
the attacks of critics upon the Bible, the 
books of the Bible may well be im- 
agined as saying to any troubled be- 
liever, ‘Do thyself no harm: for we are 
all here.’”

ONDERFUL is our heritage with 
the Bible! 


Many rejoice in its many 
beautiful references to Nature. Where 
is there a more delightful picture of 
spring than in the Song of Solomon? 

For, lo, the winter is past; 

The rain is over and gone; 

The flowers appear on the earth; 

The time of the singing of birds is come, 

And the voice of the turtle-dove is heard 

in our land. 

When the sun shines after several 
cloudy days, we are ready to exclaim 
with the writer of Ecclesiastes: 

Truly the light is sweet, and a pleasant 
thing it is for the eyes to behold the sun. 
But there is another phase of the 

Bible that makes a more universal ap- 
peal. Coleridge put it aptly when he 
said, “The Bible is the only book that 
always finds me.” Countless times that 


has been the experience of others. Ona 
Thanksgiving Day morning a Christian 
woman’s thoughts were turning to her 
father, who had been taken to Heaven 





some months before. The feeling of 
loneliness and separation was unusually 
strong. She opened her father’s pas- 
toral Bible at random, and immediately 
her eyes fell on a notation in the mar- 
gin, “Good Text,” and she read the 
words of the Psalmist: 

I will praise the name of God with a song, 

And will magnify him with thanksgiving. 

It seemed to be a direct message from 
the earthly and from the Heavenly 
Father — now inseparable. The shadows 
fled away and the light shone forth. 

Twice this child of God had gone 
under an anesthetic repeating: 

Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace, 
whose mind is stayed on thee; because 
he trusteth in thee. 

All fear vanished. 

A missionary who had spent years in 
Africa said he never realized the force 
of Psalm 91 until he was surrounded by 
pestilence, and death was on every side. 
Then there was comfort in the words: 


I will say of Jehovah, He is my refuge 
and my fortress; 
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My God, in whom I trust. 

For he will deliver thee from the snare 

of the fowler, 

And from the deadly pestilence... . 

Thou shalt not be afraid for the ferror 

by night, ... 

For the pestilence that walketh in dark- 

ness, 

Nor for the destruction that wasteth at 

noonday. 

A thousand shall fall at thy side, 

And ten thousand at thy right hand; 

But it shall not come nigh thee.... 

There shall no evil befall thee, 

Neither shall any plague come nigh thy 

For ; he will give his angels charge over 

thee, 

To keep thee in all thy ways. 

Yes, it is phenomertal the way the 
truths of the Bible meet every age and 
every condition. It is heartening to 
learn that a four-year-old girl and a 
Civil War veteran, over ninety years of 
age, both asked that the hymn, “I Will 
Sing the Wondrous Story,” be broad- 
cast. 

Moody used to tell of his experience 
in 1892 when the Spree was crossing the 
Atlantic and met with a most serious 
accident, and death seemed inevitable. 
A prayer meeting was held, and Moody 
read the graphic description of a storm 
and the marvelous deliverance of the 
people after they cried unto the Lord, 
as told in Psalm 107. One of Moody’s 
listeners said afterward that she thought 
he had made up the words to fit their 
experience ! 

After Lincoln’s assassination, incensed 
crowds collected in New York. They 
contemplated destroyin the World 
Building because the paper opposing the 
Lincoln administration was published 
there. After the telegram telling of 
Lincoln’s condition had been read, James 
A. Garfield said: “Clouds and dark- 
ness are round about Him. His pavilion 
is dark waters and thick clouds of the 
sky. Justice and judgment are the es- 
tablishment of His throne. Mercy and 
truth shall go before His face. Fellow 
citizens: God reigns, and the Govern- 
ment at Washington still lives.” Those 
words of faith and conviction accom- 
plished the desired purpose — order 
again reigned in New York. 

During these days of uncertainty we 
need to have God’s Word hid in our 
hearts. 

After Robert Schumann’s death, his 
widow played his great compositions in 
public. As part of her preparation she 
lived over the past, reading her departed 
husband’s love letters, and thus her life 
became so in tune with his that she 
was able to play in his way. If our 
Father’s letters were incorporated into 
our lives this old world would find a 
solution for many a war, depression, 
strikes, immorality, drunkenness, and 
graft. 

Those who have studied Bible courses 
under Dr. Campbell Morgan remem- 
ber, not only his fervent, illuminating 
exposition of the Word, but his calling 
for the singing of a stanza of “Open 
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Mine Eyes,” before each Bible study 
began. 

Yes, the Bible finds people, and often 
it transforms them so that their lives 
reflect that of the Master. 

Mary Reed, the loyal missionary to 
India, came home and learned from 
physicians that she had contracted lep- 
rosy. She returned to her beloved leper 
colony in the Himalayas without telling 
her parents of her dreadful disease. A 
friend who had been visiting her called 
back as she was departing, “Hitherto.” 
Promptly Mary Reed replied, “Hence- 
forth.” Those were probably their last 
greetings on earth; but what a parting 
message ! “Hitherto hath the Lord 
helped us.” Mary Reed, surrounded by 
that indescribably depressing environ- 
ment, gloried in the promise: “Hence- 
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forth there is laid up for me a crown 
of righteousness.” 

Great peace have they that love thy law;

Radiant Christians are a power for 
God. A boy in Connecticut was spell- 
bound as he beheld the light on the face 
of Adoniram Judson. He lingered long, 
gazing at that light. That boy —TIater 
the noted preacher, writer, and editor, 
Henry Clay Trumbull—declared that 
that face ever remained with him to 
inspire him.

Are the Words 
of the Bible Inspired? 


You stress verbal inspiration; several 
passages of the New Testament have 
arisen in my mind that I wish you would 
help clear up for me. 


Luke 2:48. “Behold thy father and I 
have sought thee sorrowing.” 


Matthew 13:55. “Is not this the car- 
penter’s son?” 


Then, too, Matthew 26:7 and Mark 14:3 
both tell of Jesus’ head being anointed, 
and Luke 7:38 tells of Jesus’ feet being 
anointed. Does this not show the human 
element? 


I have always been under the impres- 
sion that the New Testament had a cer- 
tain amount of human element, and was 
not all verbal inspiration: as in 1 Cor- 
inthians 7:12: “But to the rest speak I, 
not the Lord.” 


I shall be anxious for your answer to 
this, as your answer is going to interest 
more people besides myself.—An Ohio 
reader. 


The Bible claims to be wholly in- 
spired of God. “ALL scripture is given 
by inspiration of God” (2 Tim. 3:16), 
wrote the apostle Paul to Timothy. The 
literal Greek for “given by inspiration 
of God” is “God-breathed.” And God 
does not inspire men to make mistakes 
in any matters or declarations whatso- 
ever. If ALL Scripture is God-breathed, 
directly inspired by the Holy Spirit, then 
all Scripture is inerrant, infallible: all 
its words are God-breathed and with- 
out mistake. For Scripture consists en- 
tirely of words; it can exist in no other 
form but that of words. 

This passage in 2 Timothy is only one 
of many passages in which the Bible 
claims to consist of God’s own words. 
Various counts have been made of cer- 
tain kinds of statement in the Bible, 
such as “God said,” “the Lord spake,” 
and the like; including also such state- 


ments as “it is written,” where this sen- 
tence refers back to some Scripture as 
having the authority of God. More than 
3,000 times the Bible makes such state- 
ments about itself. These passages are 
such as the following: “Now therefore 
go, and I will be with thy mouth, and 
teach thee what thou shalt say” (Exod. 
4:12). “The Spirit of the Lord spake 
by me, and his word was in my tongue” 
(2 Sam. 23:2). “Behold, I have put my 
words in thy mouth” (Jer. 1:9). “Son 
of man, go, get thee unto the house of 
Israel, and speak with my words unto 
them” (Ezek. 3:4). “Which things also 
we speak, not in the words which man’s 
wisdom teaeheth, but [words] which the 
Holy Ghost teacheth” (1 Cor. 2:13). Now 
if a book claims in more than 3,000 
statements to give us God’s own words, 
and it does not consist of God’s own 
words, then that book is a tissue of lies, 
not up to the standard of an ordinary 
history or biography. But the Bible is 
not a tissue of lies; it has been recog- 
nized throughout the centuries by the 
Church of Christ, and in Old Testament 
and New Testament times by true Israel 
(concerning such parts of the Bible as 
were then written) as being God’s own 
infallible writing. This is what is meant 
by the expression verbal inspiration; 
that is, that all the words of the Bible, 
in the original autograph manuscripts 
as. written by the divinely chosen 
writers, have the authority and infal- 
libility of God himself. 

Over and over again the Lord Jesus 
Christ used passages of Old Testament 
Scripture in his ministry, and in his 
encounters with Satan, as divinely infal- 
lible, thus authenticating the Old Testa- 
ment as verbally inspired. 

But when we use the Scripturally

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the earth, from its beginning, com- 

pels the belief that, when sin plays 
havoc with the spiritual man, nature 
plays havoc with the physical man. That 
much defined, indefinable something 
that seems to embrace everything but 
God—that something which we call 
nature—is assuredly something that 
must be subject to, and respond to, the 
perfect will of God. Otherwise nature, 
and not God, would be omnipotent in 
the universe. Nature is simply God at 
work. It is, therefore, only to be ex- 
pected that, when the iniquities of men 
become great and the holiness of God 
is violated, nature will render her pro- 
test. 


When the Earth Became a Waste 


The Scriptures lead us to believe that 
there first existed on this earth a pre- 
Adamic race, and that that race de- 
parted far from the holiness of God 
and brought down upon itself swift 
judgment. It is written of the earth 
that, originally, God “created it not a 
waste” (Isa. 45:18, R. V.). It was cre- 
ated “standing out of the water and in 
the water ... [and] the world that 
then was, being overflowed with water, 
perished” (2 Pet. 3:5, 6). Thus, “the 
earth became a waste and empty” (lit- 
eral translation of Gen. 152). “And. 
darkness was upon the face of the deep.” 
Then, in re-creation, “the spirit of God 
moved upon the face of the waters.... 
And God said, Let the waters ... be 
gathered together unto one place, and 
let the dry land appear” (Gen. 1:2, 9). 
Then, once again, as now, the earth was 
seen “standing out of the water and in 
the water.” Only some vast and mighty 
convulsion of nature could ever have 
brought about that first terrible retribu- 
tion upon the earth. 

Then, upon the resurrected earth, the 
first parents of our race disobeyed the 
laws of God. Nature immediately re- 
taliated by thrusting up from the bosom 
of the earth the thorns and the thistles; 
and, “the whole creation groaneth and 
travaileth in pain together until now” 
(Rom, 8:22). 

Some sixteen or seventeen centuries 
after the tragedy in Eden, “God looked 
upon the earth, and, behold, .. . all 
flesh had corrupted his way upon the 
earth” (Gen. 6:12). Once again nature 
responded to its God, and “all the foun- 
tains of the great deep [were] broken 
up” (Gen. 7:11). The waters that all 
but swept the human race from the face 
of the earth did not all pour forth from

the opened “windows of heaven.” The 
sea sighed with her God, lifted her 
great bosom, and the waters rolled out 
over the land to join the waters that 
fell from the heavens. Again nature 
avenged the righteousness of God. 


Prosperity — and Forgetting God 


Less than five centuries later, Sodom 
and Gomorrah became the great “centers 
of civilization.” It is an old, old story. 
With the riches, the glory, and the 
boasted “advancement” of those cities, 
they forgot God, and became also “cen- 
ters of corruption.” Again nature 
aroused. The eminent geologist, Prof. 
Emerson, as quoted by M. G. Kyle in 
“The Deciding Voice of the Monuments” 
(page 67), declares that beneath that 
mass of iniquity there was a “sinking 
of the ground, at the time when geology 


. and history join, which, with its earth- 


quakes, overthrew the cities of the Plain 
and caused the outpour ot petroleum 
from the many fault-fissures and the 
escape of great volumes of sulphurous 
and gaseous emanation, which, ignited 

, furnished the brimstone and fire 
from heaven, and the smoke of the 
land going up as the smoke of a furnace 
which Abraham saw from the plains 


of Judea.” Again nature saw to it that 
“Vice received her retribution due.” 

When Egypt arose to power and glory, 
and led the world in the “fine arts” of 
civilization, she also became a sink of 
iniquity. Again nature responded to its 
God and exacted its penalties. The 
rivers of Egypt turned to rotting rivers 
of blood. The dust of her streets turned 
to creeping vermin. Murrain destroyed 
her cattle. Lightning, rain, and hail, 
“very grievous,” beat down upon man 
and beast, “smote every herb... and 
brake every tree of the field.” And a 
pall of “thick darkness,” “even darkness 
which may be felt,” terrified the land. 

Uzziah, king of Judah, his heart lifted 
up with pride, very grievously tres- 
passed against the law of Jehovah. 
Spurning the solemn protests of Azariah, 
the high priest, and of eighty other 
priests of God, he assumed priestly 
prerogatives that never could be his, 
and burned incense upon the golden 
altar in the temple of God. Then 
an earthquake struck, so great that the 
very memory of it made it a point from 
which to reckon time in Israel (Amos 
1:1). It was also cited as an example 
of similar terrible judgments that are 
yet to fall upon the earth at the close 
of man’s day (Zech. 14:5). 


Nature Mourns at the Crucifixion 


When Satan-directed despisers of God 
descended to the depths where they 
vented their spleen by spitting upon 
the Lord of Glory, scourging him, and 
nailing him to a tree, nature again ex- 
pressed her protest, “The earth did 
quake, and the rocks rent” (Matt. 27: 
51). The very sun hid its face from 
the awfulness of man’s iniquity, and 
“there was darkness over all the earth” 
(Luke 23:44). 

The ancient story of man is replete 
with evidence that, when man departs 
from fellowship with God, nature works 
disastrously upon the habitations of man. 
It was well understood by the prophets 
that when “floods of ungodly men” over- 
flowed the peoples, “then the earth shook 
and trembled; the foundations of heaven 
moved and shook, because he [God] was 
wroth” (2 Sam. 22:5, 8). 

The sure word of prophecy assures 
us that as it has been, even so shall it 
be, until the heavens and the earth 
that now are shall give place to the 
heavens and the earth wherein dwell- 
eth righteousness.. The apparent rela- 
tion between the iniquities of men and 
the mighty convulsions of nature caused 
even Gibbon, the infidel deist, to con- 
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fess, “The natural order of events will 
sometimes afford strong appearance of 
moral retribution.” To understand what 
Gibbon meant, it is only necessary to 
recall that when, in 1902, old Mont 
Pelee buried its 40,000 inhabitants under 
a mass of burning lava, that city was 
acknowledged to be “the wickedest spot 
in the West Indies.” The quake and 
the eruption were preceded by appalling 
degradation and unspeakable wicked- 
ness. Blasphemous rites, mockeries 
upon all things holy, were in progress. 
On Good Friday a pig was masqueraded 
through the city, and then crucified! 
Thereupon, it seems, nature arose. in 
extreme wrath. One man alone, and he 
confined in a dungeon, lived to tell the 
tale ! 


A Modern Pompeii 


Mont Pelee was but a modern replica 
of old Pompeii. That beautiful city, the 
fashionable resort of wealthy Romans, 
while satisfying all the tastes and senses 
that art and luxury can satisfy for man, 
was at the same time bent on satisfying 
every foul instinct of human nature. 
Suddenly, “in the year A. D. 79 the vol- 
cano of Vesuvius began to groan and 
bellow with internal anguish, and then 
vomited forth columns of cinders and 
torrents of lava such as no preceding 
or succeeding age has equaled. 
Pompeii perished in a shower of cin- 
ders and ashes. ... The burial was com- 
plete” (Ridpath). Nature again had 
wreaked her vengeance on the violators 
of the laws of God. 

Let Blackwood’s Magazine (June, 
1906) tell the story of the San Francisco 
quake, immediately after it happened: 


And when, on the morning of April 18th, 
1906, earthquake and fire suddenly wiped 
out San Francisco, we are told by those 
well acquainted with the facts that in “that 
gorgeous city of the West”... “that Cali- 
fornia Sodom” ... “that refined sink of 
most positive iniquity” ... not only had 
“fair, dignified, and educated women” ac- 
quired the opium habit, but the aristocracy 
in general were given over to lust and vice. 
And thus having “flaunted its unparalleled 
iniquities for nearly sixty years, Providence 
(at length) saw fit to intervene for the 
purification of that City of the Plain ! 


Let The Evangelical Christian record 
the story of the quake that totally de- 
stroyed the flourishing and extraordi- 
narily beautiful city of Messina, Italy. 
In the early morning of December 28, 
1908, the temblor struck, and 84,000 
human beings died. We read: 


Only a few hours before that devastating 
earthquake, which laid Messina and the sur- 
rounding districts in ruins, the unspeakably 
wicked and irretigious condition of some of 
the inhabitants was expressed in a series 
of violent resolutions which were passed 
against all religious principles. While the 
journal Il Tleefono, printed in Messina, actu- 
ally published in its Christmas number an 
abominable parody daring the Almighty to 
make Himself known by sending an earth- 
quake! And in three days the earthquake 
came ! 


Our most recent quakes would also 
justify the belief that there exists an 
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intimate relation between the moral and 
physical worlds—that when the one 
suffers, the other suffers. Consider the 
catastrophe that struck Tokyo only a few 
years ago, in 1923. Japan was admittedly 
the most immoral of civilized nations, 
and the Tokyo quake was the most ter- 
rible upheaval in modern times. 

As I write, the wires are flashing, and 
the radio waves are telling the story of 
an appalling disaster that has befallen 
Turkey, on the shores of the Black Sea. 
The earth there is still shaking. Wind- 
rows of the dead, blanketed only with 
snow, are being piled high upon the 
frozen ground. The latest report is that 
46,000 are dead, with more dying. Their 
cities completely demolished, tens of 
thousands are wandering about with- 
out food, shelter, or warmth, many freez- 
ing to death in the wintry blasts that 
register 22 degrees below zero. Floods 
also have carried hundreds into eternity. 
An Associated Press dispatch said that, 
when the first relief train arrived, hordes 
of hungry, half-crazed, half-frozen sur- 
vivors attacked the relief crew, shouting 
for bread and other aid. It was reported 
that many persons had become deranged 
as a result of earthquake experiences. 
The city of Erzincan suffered most, and 
a survivor reaching Ankara (Angora), 
the capital of Turkey, said: “Erzincan 
is no longer a city, but a great necrop- 
olis, whose tombs are constituted of 
heaps of ruins covered by snow; hun- 
dreds of bodies are still buried under 
the wreckage.” A total area of 4,000 
square miles was swept by the earth- 
quake, and terror-maddened cattle stam- 
peded in Western Turkey. “Most water 
mains, railway tracks, and viaducts were 
shaken apart like match sticks. Mina- 
rets and mosques also toppled.” The 
whole area is under Turkish rule. 


Was Turkey Innocent? 


We are hearing some complaints about 
“the goodness of God.” God’s goodness 
needs no defense. However, it may be 
well to remind the world at this moment 
that God is just, even as he is good. 
The streets of the Turkish cities, now 
piled high with debris, commingled with 
corpses, whose only requiem is the 
groaning and the moaning of the dying, 
—these are the same streets whereon 
men, women, and little children were 
slaughtered without mercy only a few 
short years ago. Who can forget those 
Armenian massacres, when an expectant 
Armenian mother was cut open with 
less pity than if she were a rat — when 
thousands of defenseless men, women, 
and little children were driven before 
daggers and guns into rivers to drown? 
Thus, the Armenians were either mas- 
sacred or driven out of that now un-

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happy territory. The rivers that then 
were clogged with the bodies of Arme- 
nians are now clogged with the bodies 
of Turks! Nature once more appears; to 
be the avenger of a just and holy Ged! 
From the divine revelation we have 
of the ways of God, one is compelled 
to believe that, apart from the merely 
natural. reasons for our very recent 
earthquakes, and apart from the possi- 
ble retributive aspect, there is another 
aspect that should concern. us. all.. .No 
devout -believer in the inspired Word 
of God will ignore the fact that earth- 
quakes, under certain circumstances, are 
to be regarded as signs also. .When his 
disciples asked the great Master, “What 
shall be the sign of thy coming?” (Matt. 
24:3), he began his reply by saying: 
“Nation shali rise against nation . 
and there shall be famines, and pesti- 
lences, and earthquakes in divers places” 
(Matt. 24:7). When God sent John to 
the Isle of Patmos to bring before his 
astonished eyes a great panorama of the 
momentous events that shall draw man’s 
day upon the earth to its close, that 
seer beheld earthquake after earthquake. 


Great Earthquakes Still to Come 


He beheld, and saw God’s last two 
witnesses to men in this age, Elijah 
and Enoch (or, possibly, Elijah and 
Moses) slain upon the streets of Jeru- 
salem. “And the same hour was there 
a great earthquake, and the tenth part 
of the city fell, and in the earthquake 
were slain of men seven thousand” (Rev. 
11:13). 

He beheld, and when the sixth seal 
was about to break, “lo, there was a 
great earthquake; and the sun became 
black as sackcloth of hair ... and every 
mountain and island were moved out 
of their places” (Rev. 6:12-14). 

He beheld, and when the seven angels 
with “the seven trumpets prepared them- 
selves to sound,” there were “thunder- 
ings, and lightnings, and an earthquake” 
(Rev. 8:5). 

He beheld, and when “the seventh 
angel sounded ... there were light- 


nings, and voices, and thunderings, and. 


an earthquake, and great hail” (Rev. 11: 
15, 19). 

He beheld, and when the angel of 
the seventh and last vial of God’s wrath 
“poured out his vial into the air”: 


There came forth a great voice out of 
the temple, from the throne, saying, It is 
done: and there were lightnings, and voices, 
and thunders; and there was a great earth- 
quake, such as was not since there were 
men upon the earth, so great an earth- 
quake, so mighty. And the great city was 
divided into three parts, and the cities of 
the nations fell (Rev. 16:17-19). 


What are we to understand as to the 


. significance of all these earthquake phe- 


nomena? The Word of God alone can 
give answer. It was first given by the 
prophet Haggai, over five hundred years 
before Christ; and reaffirmed’ by the

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Copying the Whole Bible by Hand 


A young Armenian soul-winner, who loves 


the Word of God

ECENTLY I had a call from a young 

Armenian, who is an artist, sign 
painter, and engraver. I had passed on 
to him a number of back copies of THE 
Sunpay Scuoot Times, and he called to 
say how very interested he was in the 
“Notes on Open Letters,” last April 15, 
describing certain readers of the Bible, 
and how often in their lifetime they had 
read the entire Bible. This man, Sam- 
uel Pashguian, sometimes translates into 
Armenia, as he did the article in ques- 
tion, many articles appearing in the 


‘Brags, and from Armenian they are 


translated often into Turkish also, for 
an Armenian Christian periodical that 
appears monthly and has wide dis- 
tribution in the East, copies even going 
to’ South America and the U. S. A. to 
many to whom English is unknown. 
Let me tell you some facts about Mr. 


‘Pashguian. He and his wife have writ- 


ten the entire Bible by hand in Arme- 
nian; he has memorized thousands of 
verses; he has read it through ten times; 
he has read in one month, or rather 
twenty-four days, the entire Bible, and 
has made a resolution, since reading 
the article referred to, to read it through 
several times a year, say six, having 
begun to read for an hour in the morn- 
ing, an hour at noon, and an hour in 
the evening. His working hours are 
seven-thirty till seven. He is superin- 
tendent of a Sunday school of two hun- 
dred, having seven classes foy boys and 
seven for girls. Although earning a 
very small wage, he has bought Dr. 
Pace’s books advertised in the TIMEs, 
also Robert Wiider’s books (three of 
them), and many others advertised in 
the TIMEs. 

At the top of Mr. Pashguian’s little 
house, which he has owned since it was 
one tiny room in size, for many years 
he has had a large sign of his own make, 
with ridges of metal, displaying the 
word “Jesus” in Arabic, English, and 
Armenian, according to the angle from 
which one looks. This sign and the 
handwritten, leather-bound Bible cause 
many a visitor to come to his little home. 

A friend of Mr. Pashguian’s, whom he 
was instrumental in leading to Christ, 
wrote of him and his work in the Young 
Believers’ Paper (New Zealand). The 
article quoted the twelve reasons why 
Mr. Pashguian and his wife undertook 
the task of copying the Bible, and a 
brief personal testimony, as follows: 

Why did we copy out the Bible? 

1. For the glory of God. 
2. Because we delighted in its sweet, 


precious, and deep truths by which we 
are saved. 

3.. Because it is the only great Book, 
among the millions of others, which, ex- 
celling all, stands unique. 

4. Because it is the Word of God and 
the breath of God. 

5. That we might learn more spiritual 
lessons, how to write spiritual letters, 
and portray its truths in our minds and 
hearts. 

6. That we may use our leisure hours 
properly, avoiding vain talking, and thus 
show that the time is precious. 

7. As a memory to leave it to our pos- 
terity, if the Lord tarry, in order that 
they may see how much we have ap- 
preciated it, that they may do the same. 

8. To keep it as an antiquity on our 
table, and use it daily. 

9. To show those that possess a Bible, 
or are without one, that if it was written 
by hand how expensive it would be, thus 
to help them appreciate it and have 
one in their homes. 

10. Being an example to encourage 
other couples that their unity can do 
great things. 

11. To show to this unbelieving world 
that there are still many others like 
the Bible characters and the olden saints 
who testify it to be the Word of God. 

12. To tell most humbly to those about 
us, how we copied the whole Bible on 
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Mr, and Mrs. Pashguian 
and their big Bible 
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our knees only for the glory of God. 
Praise his holy Name, now and forever. 
Amen. 

The period of writing took 23 months; 
the only time consecrated, 100 days 
(each day to be counted 8 hours); copied 
by S. and M. Pashguian, few small por- 
tions being written by some dear be- 
lievers. Its weight is thirteen pounds. 
The dates of the start and finish of 
writing: December 1, 1931, to November 
4, 1933. In order to copy it once we 
have read it eleven times. 

The expense in detail: 736 sheets of 
paper, 12 shillings sixpence; 3 kilograms 
of red and blue ink, 7 shillings sixpence; 
electricity and lamp, 5 shillings; binding 
and carving, 15 shillings. 

How often this precious and lovely 
Word of God has broken down my heart, 
and filled my eyes with tears, since that 
day that the Lord opened my heart 
through his Spirit to serve others and 
thus praise him! Glory be unto him 
forever.

Reading the Bible 160 Times

AST April Tue Sunpay Scuoo.t Times 

told of an elderly Christian who 
during the last fifteen years of his life 
read the Bible through 159 times. 

For some time I have been impressed 
with the divine prescription for a suc- 
cessful life as given in the First Psalm. 
There the promise of a successful life 
is given to gnyone who will fulfill five 
simple conditions. Three of these are 
concerned with what one shall not 
do, and two of them with what he 
shall do. 

The promise of prosperity in whatso- 
ever he doeth is made to anyone who 
(1) walketh not in the counsel of the 
ungodly, (2) nor standeth in the way 
of sinners, (3) nor sitteth in the seat 
of the scornful, but who (1) delights in 
the law of the Lord, (2) and in his law 
doth meditate day and night. 

We have an outstanding illustration of 
God’s faithfulness in keeping this prom- 
ise in one of our employees in Korea. 
He came to us from the poorest of the 
poor. His home was referred to as, 
and reminded one somewhat of, a dog 
kennel, He lacked all cultural advan- 
tages. He had only a lower school edu- 
cation. He was ungainly in appearance, 
and was perhaps the most unpromising 
employee we had. 

During the last twelve years that lad 
has been in our employ, and in that 
time he has read the entire Bible 
through 160 times. In addition, he has 
read the New Testament through 300 
times, making a total of 460 times for 
the New Testament. He has read virtu- 
ally nothing else, such as magazines or 
newspapers. Surely such a one would 
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ordinarily be considered “impractical” 
and “visionary.” 

What has been the result? In every- 
thing he has put his hand to he has 
prospered. He became very useful in 
the laboratory. Even now, when our 
regular laboratory man is away, I insist 
that this young man be on hand because 
of the accuracy of his work. He also 
worked in’ the drug room and became 
more efficient there than the druggist. 
His honesty and integrity were excep- 
tionally noted. Others had winked at 
certain “leaks,” because of the unpopu- 
larity that might ensue should they re- 
port them. But this lad brought evi- 
dence exposing a prominent man as a 
thief. (We had been suspicious of him, 
but could never find definite proof.) 

I might add that this young man has 
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become one of the most useful men, and 
occupies one of the most responsible 
positions we have. His whole facial 
expression has been transformed from 
a rather boorish, somewhat stupid, 
and perhaps “not all there” expression 
to one of strength of character and 
power. 

Regarding the first three conditions 
to be met in this divine prescription, I 
remember once asking this young man 
what he thought of the movies and 
whether or not they were the place for 
a Christian to go. Like a flash he re- 
plied that they were “of the Devil,” and 
a Christian had no business in them. 

Certainly one who wishes success in 
his work would do well to follow rigidly 
the directions laid down in the First 
Psalm.

certain Bibles are more precious 

to some people than just any Bible. 
This fact was proved to be very true at 
a midweek prayer and praise service in 
our Gospel Tabernacle. 

The service was planned and an- 
nounced about two weeks in advance. 
The public was invited, and every one 
was asked to bring a “precious Bible,” 
one that was very dear to him or one 
that had been very dear to the family 
or their ancestors. People were urged 
to hunt for interesting Bibles, large 
Bibles, small Bibles, old Bibles, and 
new Bibles. q 

This gave’ earnest Christians an op- 
portunity to visit neighbors and friends 
in whom they were interested, and talk 
to them about the Bible. 

In planning and announcing the “Pre- 
cious Bible Service,” a reward was of- 
fered for the largest and smallest Bibles, 
for the oldest and newest Bibles, for the 
most worn Bible and the most unusual, 
also for the Bible that carried the most 
impressive story. 

The rewards were Scripture book- 
marks made of satin ribbon. Each 
bookmark contained an appropriate 
Scripture and the words “Bible Award.” 
The bookmarks were in various colors, 
and were to go to the Bibles that de- 
served them. The New Testament was 
classed the same as the complete Bible. 

People were interested. They searched 
in attics, and through old bookcases, 
and asked friends and relatives about 
their interesting and unusual Bibles, and 
the results were worth while. 

It was noticed that Bibles of different 
ages differ in style and form and dress, 
as fashions change from year to year. 


Te Bible is a precious book, but 





The meeting was opened by appropri- 
ate songs, then the possessors of the 
large Bibles were requested to. bring 
their Bibles forward for display. A num- 
ber of large family Bibles were exhib- 
ited, making it a bit difficult to judge 
which was the largest. The history of 
each was given as well as ‘the age. One 
family Bible was printed in German 
and could be read by only a few pres- 
ent. Another was very difficult to read 
because of its blurred pages and bulging 
back. It had lived through the 1937 
Ohio River flood, and though it was 
somewhat disfigured it still remained 
precious to its owner. 

A number of other Bibles had the 
experience of being immersed in the 
same flood. 

One family Bible was 138 years old. 
It was yellow, soiled, and worn, for it 
had been handed down from generation 
to generation, but the young man who 
owned it prized it very highly. It re- 
ceived the bookmark for being the old- 
est Bible present. 

Some of the young people had picture 
Bibles, and Bibles with questions cov- 
ering every chapter. Several children 
had Bibles that were cherished be- 
cause they were gifts from their Sun- 
day school teachers for regular attend- 
ance. Others had Bibles that were 
awarded them for learning and reciting 
certain Scriptures, or for learning to 
repeat in order all the Books of the 
Bible. 

Some folks brought more than one 
Bible, and one lady said she had four- 
teen in her home, counting the New 
Testaments and reference Bibles and the 
big family Bible. Her large family Bible 
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contained a great deal of history, the 
Apocrypha, and many ancient pictures. 

Bibles that had belonged to Christian 
mothers told the sweetest stories, even 
though the mother had gone onto her 
better Home. One lady had had her 
mother’s Bible rebound in order to pre- 
serve it. 

One young lady exhibited a Testa- 
ment that was purchased in the Holy 
Land. The cover lids, both back and 
front, were made of cedar wood that 
had been cut from the cedars of Leba- 
non. A friend of hers had visited the 
Holy Land and brought it to her as a 
gift. 

Victrola Bibles, which have been pre- 
pared for the blind, were mentioned, 
but no blind person was present. Some 
in the meeting owned parts of the Bible 
in Braille, but not the complete Braille 
Bible. 

Touching experiences were given con- 
nected with the Bibles that were ex- 
hibited. Some of the Sunday school 
children had little Scripture scrolls, 
which were miniatures of the old an- 
cient Scripture scrolls, containing the 
Ten Commandments and other portions 
of the Mosaic law. 

I believe the latest-fashion Bible of 
today is the new zipper style, where the 
cover lids can be opened and closed by 
a simple pull of the zipper tab. These 
were mentioned, but no one had a copy. 

Judging was rather difficult, but extra 
“Bookmark Awards”, were given when 
Bibles were considered a “tie.” 

Everyone present enjoyed the service, 
and felt it was very profitable and in- 
teresting. 


New ALBAny, IND. 
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When Bible Society Delegates 
Met in Holland 


WENTY-SEVEN delegates represent- 

ing six of the principal Bible Societies 
of the world, responsible for the annual 
circulation of more than 21,000,000 copies 
of the Bible and its portions throughout 
the world in several hundred languages, 
were guests of the Netherlands Bible So- 
ciety at a conference held last July at 
Woudschoten, Zeist, Holland. The other 
Societies represented were the American 
Bible Society, the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, the National Bible Society 
of Scotland, the Norwegian, and the 
French Bible Societies. 

Less than one-fifth of the people of 
the world actually possess the Scrip- 
tures, it was reported at the conference, 
although the Scriptures have been trans- 
lated, in whole or in part, in more than 
one thousand languages spoken by nine- 
tenths of the world’s population. 


The conference laid plans for ensuring 


greater supplies of Scriptures, and for 
assisting in the movements for the re- 
moval of illiteracy that affects more than 
one-half of the people of the world. A

review of the fields now supplied by the 
Bible Societies will also be made to de- 
termine whether fuller co-operation be- 
tween two or more Societies might lead 
to improved and extended distribution. 
The systematic processes of research in 
the making of additional translations of 
the Bible were also outlined. 
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While the conference brought out the 
fact that there is discouragement and 
opposition to the distribution of the 
Scriptures in some countries, these are 
more than over-balanced by the great 
demand for Scriptures in China, Japan, 
Latin America, and other less extensive 
areas. 














“And There Shall 


Be Earthquakes” 
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writer of Hebrews, nearly seventy years 
after the birth of Christ: 

For thus saith Jehovah of hosts: Yet 
once, it is a little while, and I will shake 
the heavens, and the earth, and the sea, and 
the dry land; and I will shake all nations; 
and the precious things of all nations shall 
come; and I will fill this house with glory, 
saith Jehovah of hosts (Hag. 2:6, 7). 

The words of the prophets ring so 
clearly that they need no interpretation. 
All nature will convulse. All nations 
will shake, Then “the desire of all 
nations shall come.” “The desire of 
all nations” is the “Wonderful, Counsel- 
lor, Mighty God, Everlasting Father, 
Prince of Peace” (Isa. 9:6). No matter 
what the ambitious, blood-thirsty dic- 
tators of earth may desire, the desire 
of the peoples of all nations is peace. 
Jesus Christ is that peace. When he 
shall come, “he shall speak peace unto 
the nations” (Zech. 9:10, R. V.). There- 
fore we conclude that great convulsions 
of the earth’s surface will immediately 
precede the return of our Lord from the 
heavens. 

The writer of Hebrews gives further 
light. We read: ° 


Now he [God] hath promised, saying, Yet 
once more will I make to tremble not the 


earth only, but also the heaven. And this ° 


word, Yet once more, signifieth the remov- 
ing of those things that are shaken, as of 
things that have been made, that those 
things which are not shaken may remain. 
Wherefore, receiving a kingdom that cannot 
be shaken, let us have grace, whereby we 
may offer service well-pleasing to God with 
reverence and awe: for our God is a con- 
suming fire (Ieb. 12:26-29). 


There, indeea, we have light. An 


earth shaking as it never has shaken 
in any like period of time before will 
be the God-given sign that the king- 
doms of this world, which can be shaken, 
must give place to the Kingdom of God, 
which cannot be moved—which “shall 
stand for ever” (Dan. 2:44). Therefore, 
the seer on Patmos saw, and “there was 
a great earthquake. ... And the kings 
of the earth ... say to the mountains 
and to the rocks, Fall on us, and hide 
us” (Rev. 6:12-16). Why? Their king- 
doms were to pass away! Likewise, 
when the seventh angel sounded, there 
was an earthquake, and “the nations 
were angry”! Why? Because the 
voices of Heaven shall then resound, 


“The kingdoms of this world are be- 
come the kingdoms of our Lord, and of 
his Christ”! (Rev. 11:15.) Hence, as 
the very last act before the white horse 
rides forth from the heavens (Rev. 19: 
11), “There was a great earthquake, 
such as was not since men were upon 
the earth, so mighty an earthquake, and 
so great”! (Rev. 16:18.) Why? Be- 
cause the cities of the nations are to 
fall (Rev. 16:19) and pass away for the 
coming of the “city which hath founda- 
tions, whose builder and maker is God” 
(Heb, 11:10). 

In view of these many Scriptures, and 
since within the space of forty years we 
have witnessed now seven of the great- 
est quakes of all time (Mount Pelee, San 
Francisco, Messina, Tokyo, two in China, 
and Turkey), is it an idle fancy, born of 
desire, that causes us to believe that the 
nations of the earth now shaking must 
soon give way to the nation that can- 
not be shaken? “So likewise ye, when 
ye see these things come to pass, know 
ye that the kingdom of God is nigh at 
hand” (Luke 12:31). 

(THUD! Right this minute, as I pen- 
ned those words, it felt as if some 
celestial giant with his great fist had 
tapped the church wherein I am writ- 


ing! The building quivered. My sec- 


retary looked at me. I looked at her, 
We both exclaimed, “Earthquake!” It 
was only a little California reminder, 
probably without special significance — 
but quite interesting at this identical 
moment! 

It becomes all the more interesting 
when it reminds me that just two days 
ago my good friend, Dr. Louis T. Tal- 
bot, pastor of The Church of the Open 
Door in Los Angeles, was speaking over 
the radio. He was referring to the Turk- 
ish earthquakes. He had just said that 
he believed that they were very sig- 
nificant and were indicating the closing 
hours of our age, and that he expected 
that they would increase in number and 
in intensity. Those words were scarcely 
off his lips when an earthquake struck 
and was the hardest “bump” that South- 
ern California has experienced since the 
disastrous quake of March 10, 1933. 
Maybe this was without any special sig- 
nificance, nevertheless quite interesting,

HE LACHISH LETTERS, found by 

Mr. Starkey, were written in ink 

on potsherds and in Hebrew, and 
they antedate the Exile. They are made 
up of correspondence between a mili- 
tary officer, Hoshaiah, and his superior, 
Jaush, and refer constantly to “the seer,” 
who appears to be Jeremiah. In one let- 
ter Hoshaiah refutes the charge that he 
has read letters entrusted to him for 
forwarding between Lachish and Jeru- 
salem: 

“Thy slave Hoshaiah writes to inform 
his lord Jaush. May the Lord give thee 
prosperous tidings. 

“And now: I have written to the seer 
referring to the letter which thou sentest 
to me yesterday, and have told him that 
my heart is sick. ...I have not read 
any letter which came to me nor seen 
anything of it.” 

His sixth letter forms a very close 
parallel to a passage in Jeremiah, as 
may be seen from the following: 

“Who am I, thy slave, a dog, that thou 
hast sent me the letter of the King and the 
letters of the officers, saying: Read, I pray 
thee, and thou wilt see that the words of 
the prophet are not good, (liable) to weaken 


the hands, to make sink the hands of the 
men in the city and country.” 


“Therefore the princes said unto the king, 
We beseech thee, let this man be put to 
death: for thus he weakeneth the hands 
of the men of war that remain in this city, 
and the hands of all the people, in speaking 
such words unto them: for this man seek- 
eth not the welfare of this people but the 
hurt” (Jer. 38:4). : 

In letter three occurs this clause: “And 
the letter which Nedabiah, grandson of 
the king, has brought from the prophet 
to Shallum, the son of Jaddua, saying, 
Beware. I have sent thee.” 

Jeremiah was at this time shut up in 
the court of the prison which was in the 
king’s house (32:2) and, wishing to send 
a letter to Shallum, apparently availed 
himself of the help of Nedabiah, one of 
the princes in court. This Nedabiah is 
mentioned in 1 Chronicles 3:18 as son 
of Jeconiah. 

So in the Lachish letters appear dis- 
tinct references to the occurrences and 
personnel. of the era of the prophet Jere- 
miah. 


New Advances in Africa.—Mr. Vollor 
of the Africa Inland Mission writes of 
Levi Rukua, an African teacher who 
startled his friends by offering to go 
with the Gospel to the much-dreaded 
country of Aringa with its 20,000 peo- 
ple. Little was expected, but the Aringa 
people have listened and believed and 
the work has grown so that, in the past 





few months, twenty-two evangelists have 
followed Levi to occupy the territory 
for Christ. This is one of many centers 
opened in the West Nile District. All 
about, numbers of young people are ask- 
ing for instruction, and there are now 
3,000 baptized adults. The Alur peopie 
have the complete Bible in their tongue, 
and last year the New Testament ap- 
peared in the Lugbara tongue. 

And in Mexico! Under Dr. Dale's 
ministry at Tomazunchale (the Pioneer 
Mission Agency) large numbers of Mex- 
ican Indians are turning to Christ. One 
group, living twenty-five miles back in 
the mountains, built their own chapel. 





Open-Minded Jews 


The Rev. Aaron Kligerman was 
giving out tracts in Neighborhood 
Park in Baltimore when he heard 
a voice, “Mr. Kligerman, Mr. 
Kligerman.” “A Jew who had 
accepted a tract on a previous Sun- 
day, and was now seated leisurely 
with other Jews, wanted my com- 
pany also. I approached the group 
and before long we were in the 
midst of a very interesting conver- 
sation which lasted for four hours, 
The subject was, ‘Why I, as a Jew, 
believe that the Messiah has come.’ 
When I left I was told that, on the 
‘coming Sunday, they would be on 
the same spot, awaiting me. And 
so on each Sunday afternoon during 
June and July and part of August, 
I met with my brethren, twenty or 
more middle-aged and elderly Jews, 
with the Hebrew Bible in my hands, 
breaking the Bread of Life to them.” 














When told that it would cost $150 they 
came the next week with the money 
(wages are 35 cents a day) and carried 
the sheets of corrugated iron for roof- 
ing twenty-five miles on their backs. 


In the Hudson Bay territory there are 
some 1,100 Cree Indians. to whom the 
Rev. Leslie Garrett of the Bible Church- 
men’s Missionary Society has ministered 
for many years. He lives 300 miles from 
any other white habitation. The Crees 
are fur-trappers, little contaminated by 
white vices, but, as it seems, open to 
attack of evil spirits, many cases of 


a 





spirit possession being reported. Mr. 
Garrett is a widower and has no helper. 
He constantly travels in the dark win- 
ters, sleeping in Indian huts. At vari- 
ous points little log churches have been 
erected to serve as centers for instruc- 
tion and worship. 

Recently the natives themselves 
erected a little hospital at Trout Lake. 
A special collection of furs was made, 
by means of which $700 was gathered. 
With this tools, nails, and other building 
materials were bought. The logs were 
sawn and dressed by hand and the build- 
ing erected by voluntary labor. So a 
hospital with twelve beds resulted, and 
the government of Canada provided its 
equipment. 
penses, the Crees themselves contribut- 
ing firewood, fish, and game, while Cree 
women cook, scrub, and nurse under the 
missionary’s supervision. Here is a lovely 
example of the change of ideals which 
the Gospel of Christ brings about, for, 
when heathen, the Crees strangled the 


aged sick and helpless, or simply -left - 


them to die untended and unfed. 


Iowa Fellowship of the Faith is rapidly 
becoming a state-wide organization for 
the defense of evangelical Christianity. 
It is interdenominational. Lately it has 
been exposing conditions in Iowa State 
Teachers’ College. On the faculty’ has 
been a Director of Religious Activities 
who is also minister of a near-by com- 
munity church, a denier of the essentials 
of Christianity, — the deity of Christ, the 
atonement, and the like. God is de- 
fined by him as “the integrative foree 
in the world which manifests itself on 
the human level in the inter-relation 
of values.” Clearly. one “who dives deep 
but comes up with his head muddy.” 

He had organized a student church 
on the campus which was, to all intents 
and purposes, a Unitarian church, and 
invited University of Chicago radicals 
to address the students. The Fellow- 
ship of Faith has exposed the propa- 
ganda and secured thousands of peti- 
tioners to abolish the chair of religious 
activities as a violation of the principle 
of separation of church and state. It 
may be added that, although the Chris- 
tian population of Iowa is overwhélm- 
ingly evangelical, it has been impossible 
to get permission to give any evangelical 
witness on the campus. 

Dr. W. B. Riley has been in Iowa to 
support this protest, and under his lead- 
ership a plan has been launched to en- 
roll every orthodox Christian citizen in 
the state in an organization for the “Con- 


It also pays running ex-- 
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servation of Childhood, Christianity, and 
Country.” Eleven prominent pastors, 
laymen, and educators of Iowa have 
agreed to serve on the organizing com- 
mittee. Investigations will be made and 
the results publicized. This plan also 
aims to protect school morality against) 
Communist orators who travel the coun- 


try introducing into the public schools . 


Communist plays and movies and scoff- 
ing, ribald jokes at the expense of the 
Christian faith. “We have appeals for 
help from mothers whose Christian chil- 
dren are unwilling to participate in the 
lustful dances now made a part of the 
physical ‘instruction in schools. Their 
children must also study, contrary to 
family wishes, the movie stars whose 
immorality has become an American 
stench, and even to witness such plays 
as were recently put on in our college 
by the New Theatre League.” 

The president of this state college goes 
so far as to object to public school 
teachers taking oath to support the Con- 
stitution of the United States, calling 
this requirement “persecution.” Many 
teachers in the public schools regret 
these disintegrating tendencies, but the 
radicals are more vocal and for the time 
being prevail. 

But a tide is rising against them. 


“Jesus Shines Purer.”—In the town 
school of Visconti, Italy, a memorial tab- 
let has been unveiled with this inscrip- 
tion: 

“From 1891 to 1894 there was a student 
in this school, a brilliant shining star 
who now lights up the whole circle of 
the earth, Pius XII.” 

The comment of Der Romfrei Kath- 
olik is couched in the words of the old 
hymn of 1677: 

Fair is the sunshine, 

Fairer still the moonlight, 

And all the twinkling, starsy host. 

Jesus shines brighter, 

Jesus shines purer, 

Than all the angels Heaven can boast. 

The World Council of Churches.—The 
Watchman-Examiner warned Baptists 
not to blunder into the World Council of 
Churches as they did into the Federal 
Council. The Northern Convention has 
voted to accept the invitation, but it was 
by an inconsiderable majority. The 
Watchman insists that the Northern 
Convention usurps authority in attempt- 
ing to legislate in the matter, and de- 
mands that the proposal should be 
passed on by the local churches. 

Everyone knows what its fate would 
be in that case! 

The Federal Council of Churches re- 
ceives a considerable sum from the Uni- 
fied Budget of the Northern Baptist 
churches, money really contributed for 
the work of missions. No plebiscite in 
the matter has ever been granted the 
constituent churches, and no small numer 
ber of these churches are resentful at 
what they deem unjustifiable coercion. 
The consequence is that in many cases 
they transfer their contributions to or- 
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ganizations outside official denomina- 


tional lines. In order to rectify this in- 
justice the Baptist organ asks that the 
local churches, which care to, should 
make what contribution they wish to 
the Federal Council and that others 
should be relieved from their indirect 
contribution. 


A Kansas City Italian Mission is in 
charge of the Rev. Mr. Bisceglia. Here 
is the testimony (in the Presbyterian 
Survey) of a church member: 

“Ten years ago I met a mission boy 
on the baseball field and called him a 
d—— Protestant. When this insult went 
off like water from a duck’s back I chal- 
lenged him to fight. He smiled and an- 
swered, ‘Come to 505 Forest Avenue to- 
morrow at nine forty-five and we will 
fight it out.’ Sunday morning I was there 
in overalls ready to fight, but was es- 
corted upstairs to a classroom, where 
I saw a young teacher praying. ‘Is that 
the way Protestants fight?’ I said to my- 
self. The lesson was on the conversion 
of St. Paul, and by the time it was over 
I had forgotten all about fighting and 





An Example for 
the American Pulpit 


J. C. Robertson of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society in Man- 
churia writes of the Sunday morning 
service in a Mukdenchurch. The 
building is crowded and every 
member carries a bundle consisting 
of a Bible, a hymn book, and a note- 
book.

Father Rohdcn, 
a Brazilian priest, is publishing a re- 
markably fine translation of the N-w 
Testament with ecclesiastical impri- 
matur. He speaks of “the profound and 
shameful ignorance of the Bible among 
Brazilian Catholics.” 


Wireless sets in Palestine in 1931, 500: 
in 1938, 35,700, eighty per cent owned 
by Jews. Sulphur expdért from Gaza in 
1935, 87 tons: in 1938, 1,076 tons. Large 
recent increase in aluminum household 
ware manufacture, export of razor 
blades, fountain pens, bathtubs, etc., 
from Jewish Palestine. 


The island of San Tomé, on the West 
Coast of Africa, is famous for its coffee, 
cocoa, and pepper plantations.

Approach to the Lesson 


NCE more we turn aside from the 
6) study of Matthew’s Gospel, to 
consider what Scripture teaches 

us as to the importance of temperate 
living and a recognition of the value 
of human life. God would have us real- 
ize that the body, which is such a won- 
derful evidence of his power and wis- 
dom as our Creator, should be used 
for the glory of him who gave us being 
and died to redeem us. To abuse the 
body by pernicious habits is to displease 
the Lord, and is wrong done to ourselves. 
The salvation purchased for us by 
Christ’s atoning death is threefold. Spirit 
and soul and body (1 Thess. 5:23) have 
all been bought by the blood of Christ 
and all are to be devoted to his glory. 
We cannot grow in grace if we are in- 
dulging in sinful and fleshly lusts of any 


spirituality. The body and its appetites 
are to be kept in subjection by the 
power of the indwelling Holy Spirit 
(1 Cor. 9:27). Only thus can there be 
success in the Christian race (Heb. 12: 
1). The body is to be yielded to Christ 
(Rom. 12:1) and not to be polluted by 
that which would impair its usefulness, 
under the guise of Christian liberty (Gal. 
§: 13). 


The Historical Setting 


The lesson for today is taken from two 
widely separated parts of our Bible. 
Genesis, written by Moses,—a part of 
those Scriptures of which our Lord spoke 
(John 5:46),—some 1,500 years B. C., 
carries us back to the creation of man. 
First and Second Corinthians were writ- 
ten by Paul about A. D. 57, according 
to the best authorities. 


Verse by Verse 


Gen. 1:27.—“In the image of God.” 
Image implies representation. Man was 
created to be God’s representative here 


and soul and body, even as God is a 
trinity in unity. It is in the possession 
of a spirit that man is in God’s image. 


Verse 28.—“Have dominion.” It was 
the divine intention that the human race 
should be in authority over all other 
creatures on the earth. Man is above 
all of these, not simply one of them. 


Verse 29.—“I have given you every 
herb ... for meat” (i. e., food). It is 
not until after the deluge of Noah that 
we read of man eating flesh (Gen. 9:3). 
Before that he seems to have subsisted 
upon a vegetable diet. 


Verse 30—“‘To every beast of the 
earth, and to every fowl ...I have 
given every green herb for meat.” The 
animals and birds and even creeping 
things all seem to have subsisted upon 
a vegetable diet also before the flood. In 
the millennial kingdom the beasts will 
revert to this same condition (Isa. 11:7). 


Verse 31.—“Behold, it was very good.” 
As God looked upon that primeval cre- 
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ation,. before sin had come in to spoil 
and defile it, he pronounced it all to be 
very good. It was his,own perfect handi- 
work, which has since been sadly mar- 
red by man’s disobedience to the divine 
authority. 


1 Cor. 6:19.—“Your body is the temple 
of the Holy Ghost.” This refers to the 
body of the Christian. It is not true 
of the unsaved man (Rom. 8:9). The 
Holy Spirit indwells every believer. 
Therefore his body is to be held sacred 
as the temple of God. It does not belong 
to ourselves, for “ye are not your own.” 


Verse 20.—“Glorify God in your body.” 
The body, having been purchased by the 
precious blood of Christ, is to be recog- 
nized as his property and used for his 
glory. Any debasing use of our physical 
members or appetites is contrary to this 
clear testimony, and dishonors not only 
the body itself, but the Lord whose it is. 


2 Cor. 6:16.—“Ye are the temple of the 
living God.” As such there can be no 
consistency in fellowship with evil of 
any kind. As God dwells in us, we are 
to be altogether for himself. 


Verse 17.—“Be ye separate.” The Chris- 
tian is to walk in holy separation from 
all worldliness and carnality. He is to 
“touch not the unclean thing,’ but to 
walk before God in holiness and right- 
eousness, that he may be acceptable to 
him. 

Verse 18.—“Will be a Father unto you.” 
God is the Father of all believers, but 
he can only be a Father unto the one 
who is separated to himself and living 
in obedience to his Word. 


Chap. 7:1.—“Cleanse ourselves.” We 
are called to clean living. By his grace 
operating in us we may cleanse our- 
selves “from all filthiness of the flesh 
and spirit.” By the first ig meant all 
carnal or physical evils. By the second, 
all sins of the mind. Thus judging these 
things, we are in a condition to grow 
in the Christian life, increasing in holi- 
ness and reverence. In this way we 
glorify God as we become more like him. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


When God saves a man he claims all 
there is of him. Some have thought that 
if the soul is saved, it is a small matter 
how the body is used. But the be- 
liever’s body is the vehicle through 
which he expresses himself, and it is 
to be recognized as a sanctuary in which 
God dwells by his Spirit, as he dwelt, 
first in the Tabernacle and then in the 
Temple of old. The spirit of man is 
the holy of holies, and the body is like 
the building itself, all of which was to 
be kept holy to the Lord. All debasing 
habits, all unlawful appetites, all evil 
inclinations are to be judged in the pres- 
ence of God, confessed as sin, and rigidly 
turned away from, in order that we may 
rightly represent him in this world, 
through whose grace we have been 
saved.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 

The human body is a marvelous tes- 
timony to the personality and the wis- 
dom of God. It is inconceivable that 
anything so wonderful should have come 
into existence without the guiding hand 
of a personal Creator. “He that planted 
the ear, shall he not hear? he that formed 
the eye, shall he not see?” (Psa. 94:9.) 
In creating our bodies he designed them 
for the highest of al] purposes: that they 
might be used to glorify him. To de- 
grade them by vicious and intemperate 
living is, therefore, to dishonor the God 
who made us and whose almighty power 
sustains us day by day. 


The Image of God. It is not in physi- 
cal appearance that man is in the image 
of God, but rather in his moral and spir- 
itual character, thus fitting him to act 
as God’s representative in this world. 
This image has been marred by sin, but 
nevertheless man is still considered as 
being in the similitude of God (Jas. 3: 
9). But it is also noticeable that when 
God has appeared to men he has taken 
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the form of man and never of any of 
the lower creation, as the heathen sup- 
posed their gods at times to assume. 


The Temple of God. Individually each 
believer’s body is spoken of as a temple 
of the Holy Spirit, as in 1 Corinthians 
6:19. Collectively, the entire Church is 
called “the temple of God” (1 Cor. 3: 
16). This is the building of living stones 
(1 Pet. 2:5), the house of God (Heb. 
3:6; 1 Tim. 3:15), the habitation in which 
he dwells and through which he reveals 
himself to the world (Eph. 2:20-22). We 
read in Psalm 93:5, “Holiness becometh 
thine house, O Lord, for ever.” So, 
whether as individuals or in our collec- 
tive capacity, we are responsible to walk 
before God in holiness and righteousness, 
as controlled by his Spirit who dwells 
within us. 


Applications and Summaries 


If we know Christ as our own personal 
Saviour, have we yielded our bodies to 
him to be used in all things for his 
glory? Let us remember the lines: 

If he is not Lord of all, 
Then he is not Lord at all. 

To indulge in the use of things which 
weaken and defile the body is to dis- 
honor the one who has bought us with 
his own blood and who claims us as his 
own by virtue of the price he paid for 
us on the cross. 


It is easy to excuse self-indulgence 
and seek to extenuate looseness of life on 
the ground of Christian liberty, but true 
liberty in Christ is freedom from sin, 
not freedom to sin. 

The Holy Spirit in the believer is 
grieved by any careless behavior or in- 
temperate indulgences which war 
against the soul; and so long as he is 
thus grieved he is not free to carry 
on his special ministry of taking the 
things of Christ and making them real 
to us. 


We cannot grow in grace and in the 
knowledge of Christ if we are not care- 
ful to walk in all good conscience be- 
fore God and our fellow men. Are we 
seeking to live daily as under the holy 
eye of the Lord and as realizing that 
men are watching us to see if we exem- 
plify true Christianity in our ways? 

No amount of special pleading can do 
away with the truth that the habitual 
use of intoxicants and narcotics has a 
deleterious effect upon the physical sys- 
tem, which cannot be justified before 
God, who claims our bodies as a part 
of his own purchased possession, to be 
kept and used for his glory. 


To excuse vicious habits on the ground 
that one is already under their power 
and cannot break from them is to deny 
the saving grace of God, who, through 
the indwelling Holy Spirit, is able to 
make us triumphant over every unholy 
thing that would hinder our usefulness 
or mar our fellowship with the Lord.

AY, fellows, I went into a Roman 

Catholic church in Mexico just to 
see what it was like. It was a shock 
to see such a place used for the wor- 
ship of a pure and holy God. The build- 
ing was dilapidated and forbidding from 
the outside. The stuccoed walls were 
cracked and broken, and the cracks were 
filled with the dust of years’ accumula- 
tion. The front doorway floor was thick 
with dust and bits of trash. On entering 
I was met by dinginess and darkness. 
When the pupils of my eyes had dilated 
sufficiently to become accustomed to 
the darkness, I saw worshipers kneeling 
here and there. Now and then one came 
in; now and then one went out after 
dipping fingers in a grimy stone pot 
of holy (?) water and passing them 
two ways across the breast. Just to the 
left, upon entering, I saw a kind of a 
closed booth, painted black. This was 
a confessional. There was a pane of 
glass in the front of it with-a small hole 
something like the ticket booth of a 
movie, without the “How Many?”, and 
a tiny closet at the side for the penitent 
who would make his confession through 
another opening to the priest who sat in- 
side the booth. On the front of this black 
booth there was very ¢érudely painted 
in white a human skull and two bones 
crossed beneath. It was as repulsive a 
thing as I ever saw in the name of re- 
ligion. 

Here was indeed a dirty temple. I 
wondered how anyone could ever draw 
near to God in it. There was a damp- 
ness and an unpleasant odor in the place, 
and I was glad to get out and breathe 
the fresh air again. 

In contrast I think of a certain little 
church that is kept bright and fresh and 
clean. Ample windows let in the sun- 
light. It is cozy and warm in winter 
and cool and well ventilated in summer. 
The sexton takes particular satisfaction 
in keeping the floors clean and the pews 
and furniture well dusted. There is not 
only the suggestion of reverence but 
a sweet, quiet, homey atmosphere about 
the place. 
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Fellows, when we see God’s Word stat- 
ing that our bodies are temples of the 
Holy Ghost (1 Cor. 6:19; 3:16) we are 
bound to think of how clean and fit we 
should keep our bodies. When Jesus 
found men buying and selling in the 
temple he drove them out, and he turned 
over the tables of the money-changers, 
saying, “It is written, My house shall be 
called the house of prayer; but ye have 
made it a den of thieves” (Matt. 21:12, 
13). If your body is really to be a tem- 
ple of the Holy Ghost, as God designed 
it to be, it should be kept clean inside 
and out, and free from those thoughts 
and practices that would offend him.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week

Never- 
theless we have standards of living 
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handed down from family to family, 
ané& from ‘one generation to ariother. 

Shall’ we check a few sources to de- 
termine our standards and to see why we 
ignore, or- why we accept certain ones? 

Parents or other adults: (1) They are 
so- easy and- indifferent toward your 
conduet that you continually “express 
yourself” without adult interference, or 
even without wise adult guidance. (2) 
They are so strict, old-fashioned, or over- 
svolicitous that you feel “compelled to 
rebel.” (3) They are “just swell,”-and 
their ‘love and understanding help you ~ 
to appreciate that which is most worth 
while. “Do Christian leaders~ qualify 
here? 

Young associates: (1) You realize that 
some are crude and reckless in their 
conduct, but because you want to be 
part cf the crowd, you often join in 
their activities. (2) Some are uninter- 
esting to you, and they hold ideais which 
seem peculiar-or fanatical. These you 
shun.- (3) Others are so busy enjoying 
a normal Christian life that there is no 
time left for that which is objectionable. 
Such young people you cannot help but 
admire. 

Discuss the following reasons for your 
choices of social conduct and personal 
habits. Which are most commendable? 
(1) You want-to avoid danger or pun- 
ishment resulting from unsatisfactory 
conduct. (2) You want to retain a clean 
reputation. (3) You wish to establish the 
respect of others whose ideals are high. 
(4) You have investigated scientific facts 
and are satisfied. For instance, you 
know the: facts about alcoholic liquor, 
cigarettes, and the like. (5) You have 
investigated God’s plan for a well-ad- 
justed life, and you want to make his 
plan your own.

Refer to Genesis 1:27-31.° Just ahead 
of this lesson text we find that God had 
created all plant and animal life “after 
their kin,” but when he planned the 
creation of man (v. 26), he planned 
man according to his own likeness.

“God created” (v. 27) a triune being, — 
spirit, soul, and body,—each part en- 
tirely perfect. 2. “God blessed” (v. 28) 
those two first people. 3. “God said” 
(v. 29). The Lord gave ample instruc- 
tion to Adam and Eve. 4. “God saw” 
(v. 31). When the Lord looked over 
the situation, he was satisfied.

The Creator; in his wonderful and un- 
fathomable love, had turned over to man 
the whole world to enjoy.

Do you see the significance? You and 
I have also been lost from the Age of 
Innocence by choice. Is there a way 
out? Indeed there is (Isa. 53:6). 


REDEEMED BY LOVE 


1. “Ye are bought with a price” (1 
Cor. 6:20). As we place this silver heart 
upon the Series of Hearts poster, let 
us consider its significance. (See Les- 
son One for directions.) In the Bible, 
silver signifies redemption (Exod. 30: 
15; 38:27; Gen. 37:28; Zech. 11:12, 13; 
Matt. 26:15, 16). All of these illustra- 
tions, however, are merely typical of 
the price which Christ actually gave for 
our redemption (1 Pet. 1:18, 19). Let 
us review the verses we used with each 
heart and see how they lead to the heart 
restored by his love, and made pure 
(Rom, 10:10; Psa. 51:10; Matt. 11:29; Isa. 
65:14a; Matt. 5:8). 

2. “Your body is the temple of the 
Holy Ghost” (Memory Verse). Early 
Bible characters lived the “altar life.” 
Everywhere they went they “built an 
altar unto the Lord.” Look this up 
during your daily Bible study. We of 
today may live “temple lives” because 
within our own bodies, the bodies of 
born-again girls, dwells the Holy Spirit. 
What are several characteristics of a 
temple? It should be well cared for, 
quiet, holy, and a place where people 
come to meet God. Can all this be said 
of the temple of your body? 

3. “God hath said ... be ye separate, 
... touch not the unclean thing” (2 Cor. 
6:16 to 7:1). As God instructed Adam 
and Eve, he still instructs *%us in 1940. 
Have you taken his counsel seriously? 

4. God promised: “I... will be a 
Father unto you.” Therefore, girls, (1) 
“let us cleanse ourselves,” (2) “perfect- 
ing holiness.” As the Israelites pitched 
their tents by the standards of their 
tribes, have you “pitched your tent,” 
the temple of your body, by the stand- 
ards set forth by the Word of God? 

Assignment: Sometimes, in spite of 
all the instructions and all the promised 
blessings, many folk continue to reject 
the Lord. Next week we shall see “The 
Danger of Turning Away from Christ.” 
Study John 3:18.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
A baby is a good object lesson for to- 
day —a sweet healthy baby. Let the chil- 
dren print the Golden Text on cards to 
take home with them. 
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E HAVE a dear little visitor today 

in our class, and we also have a 
wonderful lesson about the very first 
man and woman in the world. After 
God had prepared the earth for man, 
had made the grass and trees and flowers 
grow, and had made the fish and the 
birds and all the animals; he made a 
man out of the dust of the earth. He 
called the man’s name Adam. 

Adam named all the animals and the 
birds, but none of them were people, 
for Adam was the only person in the 
world. Then God caused him to sleep 
very soundly, and God took a bone out 
of his side and made a woman that 
Adam called Eve. Eve was Adam’s wife, 
and they were the mother and father 
of us all, for all the people in the world 
came from this first man and woman.

Just think, every drunken 
man you see was once some mother’s 
baby, maybe as sweet and lovely as this 
baby, but sin has bleared his eyes, and 
reddened his nose, and made ugly lines 
in his face. 

Just look at the baby’s smooth skin 
and beautiful unlined face, like a clean 
white page waiting for life to write its 
story. What will the story be? If the 
baby learns to love the Lord Jesus while 
he is little, and serves him all through 
his life, his face will be lovely, clean, 
and pure, even when old age comes. 

What about your bodies? Your bodies 
and faces are almost as pure and fine 
as this baby’s, for you have not lived 
very many years, but I can see some 
faces that tell me already that you 
pout and are cross and naughty. You 
can give yourselves to the Lord Jesus 
today, and he will make and keep your 
faces and your bodies clean and pure 
for his service.

and I insert these two incidents here for 
the contemplation of my readers, and 
will return to the completion of this 
article.] 

Sir Oliver Lodge, reputed to be the 
world’s greatest physicist, said only sev- 
eral years ago: “I do not know the 
reason, but there is abundant proof that 
the earth’s crust is at present in an un- 
stable condition.” The great physicist 
may “not know the reason,” but it may 
be that humble believers in the words 
of God could help him a bit in his 
understanding on this subject. 

On an upper bookshelf, just before 
me as I write, is a little wooden cross, 
hewed out by the hand of some whittler 
and presented to me by “The Others 
Class” of the First Brethren Church of 
Washington, D. C. On the morning of 
March 10, 1933, this cross stood where 
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it now is, with other mementos and 


gifts from missionaries. At six o’clock 
on the evening of that day the Long 
Beach earthquake struck. While the 
earth was still trembling, I climbed over 
the debris in the streets to my study to 
see what damage here had been wrought. 
The thousand volumes on these shelves 
were piled high on the floor. The floor- 
lamp was prostrate, and ink bottles, 
paste, and other desk paraphernalia 
were likewise on the floor. I pushed 
away books to find a stepping place and 
came in to view the chaos. On the west 
side of the room the books in disorder 
were stacked high. Those gifts and 
mementos were mixed all through the 
heap of books. Squarely on top of all 
that pile was a book by Dr. W. Lamb 
of Australia, with its title printed on 
a slant in large black letters across the 
front of the cover: 


THE WORLD 
in 
CONVULSION 


And, behold, that little wooden cross 
stood squarely on this cover, absolutely 
upright, and without a thing against 
which to lean! The earth was still shak- 
ing, and had been shaking every few 
minutes since the main shock, but there 
stood that cross! What kept it there, 
absolutely upright on that book, with 
that title glaring at me—vwell, the 
reader himself must judge. Could you 
blame me for standing there and sing- 
ing: 
In the cross of Christ I glory, 
Tow’ring o’er the wrecks of time; 


All the light of sacred story, 
Gathers round its head sublime. 


When the woes of life o’ertake me, 
Hopes deceive, and fears annoy; 

Never shall the cross forsak¢ me; 
Lo ! it glows with peace and joy. 

One thing I know, that on this shak- 
ing old earth, “tow’ring o’er the wrecks 
of time” the cross still stands! And an- 
other thing I know, the kingdoms that 
can be shaken must soon pass away, 
that the Kingdom that cannot be shaken 
may come! For that Kingdom we wait! 
Come, come quickly, Lord Jesus, come!

Are the Words 
of the Bible Inspired ?

authorized statement, “verbal inspira- 
tion,” we must be careful to recognize 
what it means and what it does not 
mean. The mistakes of men are accu- 
rately recorded in the Bible. The mis- 
taken statements of men and of Satan, 
the lies of men and of Satan, are accu- 
rately recorded in the Bible. Not every 
statement in the Bible is true; but every 
record of statements in the Bible is true. 
Thus we find the words spoken to Eve, 
“Ye shall not surely die” as a result of

eating the fruit God had forbidden. 
“Ye shall not surely die” was a lie 
spoken by Satan. It was not true. But 
the historical record of the fact that 
Satan spoke it, and that he used those 
words, is true. False predictions made 
by false prophets are to be found in the 
Bible, infallibly recorded by verbal in- 
spiration, but the statements recorded 
are false. The context always shows 
whether a statement found in the Bible 
is a record of truth or a record of false- 
hood. 

When Matthew reports what the peo- 
ple of Capernaum said about the Lord 
Jesus Christ, we are not surprised to 
read that those people, among whom “he 
did not many mighty works... because 
of their unbelief,” said concerning the 
Lord, “Is not this the carpenter’s son?” 
(Matt. 13:55, 58.) The record of what 
those unbelieving people said is abso- 
lutely true; but this does not mean that 
Matthew was saying that Jesus of Naz- 
areth was the son of Joseph the carpen- 
ter; Matthew was making no mistake 
as to that, for Matthew plainly records 
the historical fact that Joseph was not 
the human father of Jesus, but that 
Jesus was conceived in Mary “of the 
Holy Ghost” (Matt. 1:20). So Mary the 
mother of the twelve-year-old boy Jesus, 
when they had lost him in Jerusalem, 
naturally and properly said to him, “... 
behold, thy father and I have sought 
thee sorrowing” (Luke 2:48). Joseph 
was legally before the world as the hu- 
man father of Jesus; he undoubtedly 
was thus spoken of in his family circle. 
But here again there was no possibility 
that either Mary or Luke could have 
been mistaken in using that expression 
for Joseph. Mary knew that Joseph was 
not the father of her Son Jesus; and in 
that same Gospel is the heavenly annun- 
ciation to Mary that her firstborn Son 
should be the Son of God, not the son 
of Joseph (Luke 1:26-35). 

Another question asked by the Ohio 
reader is as to the accounts in the Gos- 
pels of the anointing of Christ’s head 
and feet. There is no difficulty here. 
In Matthew 26:7-13 and Mark 14:3-9 we 
are given the record of the anointing of 
our Lord’s head by Mary of Bethany, the 
sister of Lazarus and Martha. While 
Mary is not named in the accounts in 
Matthew and Mark, the account of the 
same incident in John 12:1-8 names 
Mary and Martha and Lazarus. But 
the record given in Luke 7:36-39 is of 
another incident entirely; this is not a 
parallel passage describing Mary’s 
anointing in Bethany. Luke tells of “a 
woman in the city, which was a sinner,” 
and who “brought an alabaster box of 
ointment” into the home of a Pharisee 
where Christ was, and who “stood at his 
feet behind him weeping, and began to 
wash his feet with tears, and did wipe 
them with the hairs of her head, and 
kissed his feet, and anointed them with 
the ointment.” This woman was such 
a notorious sinner that the Pharisee host 
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in whose house Christ was “spake within 
himself, saying, This man, if he were a 
prophet, would have known who and 
what.manner of woman this is that 


‘toacheth him: for she is a sinner.” No 


such charge of flagrant sin is ever found 
against Mary of Bethany in the Gospels, 
showing that this was another incident 
entirely. But it is true that John re- 
cords the incident of Mary of Bethany 
and the anointing, and mentions only 
that she “anointed the feet of Jesus, and 
wiped his feet with her hair” (John 12: 
3). Bringing together the three ac- 
counts of the same incident in Matthew, 
Mark, and John, it is evident that Mary 
of Bethany anointed both the head and 
the feet of our Lord, while Matthew and 
Mark mention only the head, and John 
mentions only the feet. The note in the 
Scofield Reference Bible on Matthew 26: 
7 is important: 

“No contradiction of John 12:3 is im- 
plied. The ordinary anointing of hos- 
pitality and honour was of the feet 
(Luke 7:38) and head (Luke 7:46). But 
Mary of Bethany, who alone of our 
Lord’s disciples had comprehended his 
thrice repeated announcement of his 
coming death and resurrection, invested 
the anointing with the deeper meaning 
of the preparation of his body for bury- 
ing. Mary of Bethany was not among 
the women who went to the sepulchre 
with intent to embalm the body of 
Jesus.” 

The Holy Spirit plainly directed the 
four different evangelists, Matthew, 
Mark, Luke, and John, to record differ- 
ent details in the life of our Lord, and 
different details of the same incidents, 
for the purpose of special emphasis or 
significance. But their omitting or in- 
cluding of certain details never brings 
the various accounts in the Gospels into 
conflict or contradiction of one another, 
which is a remarkable evidence of di- 
vine inspiration. 

When Paul, in 1 Corinthians 7, is dis- 
cussing questions of marriage and di- 
vorce, he refers to the teaching given 
by the Lord Jesus and recorded in the 
Gospels: then Paul gives other teaching, 
which he had received by inspiration of 
the Holy Spirit, concerning matters upon 
which the Lord Jesus did not touch. 
Thus Paul writes: “And unto the mar- 
ried I command, yet not I, but the Lord, 
Let not the wife depart from her hus- 
band:” ete. Here Paul was referring 
to the Lord’s teaching as recorded in 
Matthew 5:31, 32; 19:5-9. Then Paul 
goes on to give inspired teaching which 
does not conflict at all with the Lord’s 
teaching, but which takes up a phase of 
the subject on which Christ had not 
spoken; Paul says, therefore: “But to 
the rest speak I, not the Lord,” ete. As 
Bible students have poini.< out, by this 
eontrast between what thc Lord had 
actually said during his earthly lifetime, 
and what Paul now says, “So far from 
disclaiming inspiration, the apostle as- 
sociates his teaching with the Lord’s.” 
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In other words, the Lord Jesus during 
his earthly ministry had given certain 
teaching with divine authority. Paul 
gives teaching by divine inspiration, and 
therefore with equally divine authority. 

It is true that “the human element” is 
found repeatedly in the divinely in- 
spired writings of the Bible. Inspiration 
did not mean mechanical dictation by 
the Holy Spirit to the writers of the 
Scriptures; the personalities, human ex- 
periences, literary style, and character- 
istics of the various writers were given 
full opportunity for expression. But 
in and through it all the Holy Spirit 
miracdlously guided, directed, revealed, 
and controlled in such a way that no 
mistakes or errors of any sort were al- 
lowed to occur in the records made or 
the words used. Human element was 
there, but never human error. For in 
the writing of the whole Bible “Holy 
men of God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost” (2 Pet. 1:21). 

These and other questions that often 
arise in connection with the study of 
verbal inspiration are discussed in a 
pamphlet reprint of a “Notes on Cpen 
Letters” that appeared in Tue Sunpay 
ScHoo.t Times in 1925, entitled “What is 
Verbal Inspiration, and Why Do We Be- 
lieve in It?”

OR four successive weeks, we have 

been studying in our young people’s 
prayer meeting the different parts of 
the Christian Endeavor Pledge or Cov- 
enant.

But 
in and through it all the Holy Spirit 
miraculously guided, directed, revealed, 
and controlled in such a way that no 
mistakes or errors of any sort were al- 
lowed to occur in the records made or 
the words used. Human element was 
there, but never human error. For in 
the writing of the whole Bible “Holy 
men of God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost” (2 Pet. 1:21). 

These and other questions that often 
arise in connection with the study of 
verbal inspiration are discussed in a 
pamphlet reprint of a “Notes on Open 
Letters” that appeared in Tue Sunpay 
ScHoot Times in 1925, entitled “What is 
Verbal Inspiration, and Why Do We Be- 
lieve in It?” (Biola Book Room, 558 S.

“endeavorer” (Josh. 











OR four successive weeks, we have 

been studying in our young people’s 
prayer meeting the different parts of 
the Christian Endeavor Pledge or Cov- 
enant. It is doubly fitting that this 
week, in the fifth and last in the series, 
we should consider just what. it means 
to “endeavor,” for the first Sunday in 
February is known as “Christian En- 
deavor Day.” It was on the second of 
February, 1881, in the home of the pas- 
tor of the Williston Church, Portland, 
Maine, that the little group of young 
people first met and began what we 
know today as the International Society 
of Christian Endeavor.

The dictionary tells us that the word 
“endeavor” means, “to strive to achieve 
or reach; to try; to work for a certain 
end.” It comes down to us from an. old 
French root, deveir, which means “duty.” 
“Endeavor” reminds us that it has to 
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do with that which is one’s rightful or 
moral obligation, or service. Christian 
Endeavor therefore becomes the striv- 
ing to do one’s Christian duty. 
pg 

We have seen in our earlier studies 
concerning the Pledge, or Covenant, 
that all of those things promised in it 
are fully in accord with God’s Word, 
—the written instructions that the 
Christian has been given for daily con- 
duct, faith, and doctrine. The name, 
“Christian Endeavor,” likewise has a 
Scriptural basis, even thowgh it is not 
found as such in the Scriptures. Notice 
that it does not presume a Christian 
perfection. If it did, it would discour- 
age ‘most young folks. Paul himself, 
you will remember, said, “Not as 
though I had already attained, either 
were already perfect: but I follow after, 
if that I may apprehend that for which 
also I am apprehended of Christ Jesus. 
Brethren, I count not myself to have 
apprehended: but this one thing I do, 
forgetting those things which are be- 
hind, and reaching forth unto those 
things which are before, I press toward 
the mark for the prize of the high call- 
ing of God in Christ Jesus” (Phil. 3: 
12-14). Even so, “Christian Endeavor” 
implies a striving toward a goal, not 
an arrival at it.

On the other hand, neither does the 
term “Christian Endeavor” admit any 
low standard. To do God’s will is the 
highest standard any Christian can pos- 
sibly have, and the name “Christian 
Endeavor” leaves all the room neces- 
sary for attaining to that perfect stand- 
ard that is within the ability and con- 
secration of the individual, plus the help 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Thus “Christian Endeavor,” in its 
simplest analysis, means to endeavor to 
be a Christian, counting not upon one’s 
own strength and ability, but upon the 
strength of the Lord Jesus. It is the 
day by day working out of that life of 
yieldedness and trust which we begin 
in accordance with Romans 12:1, 2, “I 
beseech you therefore, brethren, by the 
mercies of God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, accepta- 
ble unto God, which is your reasonable 
service. And be not conformed to this 
world: but be transformed by the re- 
newing of your mind, that ye may prove 
what is that good, and acceptable, and 
perfect, will of God.” It is not a life 
of flabby, spineless resignation to the will 
of God, but a virulent, active willing to 
do his will,—a running with persever- 
ance the race that is set before us, with 
our eyes fixed upon our great example 
who is both the author and perfecter of 
our faith (Heb. 12:1, 2).

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Do Crimes Result from Alcoholism? 
—A noted British psychiatrist, Dr. W. 
Norwood East, says it is obvious that the 
abnormal condition resulting from 
drunkenness itself and apart from in- 
sanity, favors criminal conduct. 

“The impairment of reason,” says Dr. 
East, “the failure to appreciate conse- 
quences, the emotional disturbance, the 
divorce from reality, together with the 
loss of inhibitory capacity and the sub- 
sequent unleashing of personal predilec- 
tions, account for many alcuvholic crimes. 
... Crimes of violence, sexual offenses, 
thefts, embezzlement, and vagrancy may 
result if alcoholism gives rise to marked 
deterioration.”—British Journal of In- 
ebriety. 


Safeguarding Childhood against Future 
Alcoholism.—From Dr. Merrill Moore, 
well-known Boston psychiatrist whose 
extensive work on alcoholism has be- 
come widely known, has recently come 
the following statement: 

“A rational program of mental hygiene 
in childhood, along with the warmth of 
affection and the satisfactions and secur- 
ity of normal family life, are the best 
safeguards against development of alco- 
holism. The facing of and adjustment 
to reality, the building of character, and 
the maturing of a normal personality 
are more likely to be accomplished un- 
der such conditions. The acceptance of 
life, of things and of conditions as they 
are, and the fitting of oneself to them 
assist achievements in personality devel- 
opment that may well prevent the for- 
mation of neurotic patterns in general 
and of alcoholism in particular.” 


The Blackout and Accident Increase. 
—As was to be expected, the acci- 
dent toll has mounted alarmingly in 
England since the installation of the 
blackout. But it is not darkness alone 
that has caused this accident increase. 
A London newspaper speaks of “a boom 
in drink” and deplores the fact, adding, 
“We certainly want no one staggering 
out into the dark streets risking their 
own necks and endangering other peo- 
ples.”” The Alliance News (London) 
goes so far as to say that “public houses 
packed nightly to suffocation are a blot 
on the Nation’s honcr.” 

Although nearly all places of enter- 
tainment were closed at the outbreak 
of the war in England, public houses and 
clubs were permitted to remain open 
until ten o’clock. One British writer 
notes: “Numbers of those whom I saw 
leave the central licensed houses last 
night would have been unable properly 
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to fix their gas masks had they been 
called upon to perform such an opera- 
tion.” It is not surprising that a move- 
ment is under way to urge the authori- 
ties to reduce the hours of sale to five 
and one-half per day, and to close the 
shops and public houses one hour after 
sunset or not later than nine P. M. 


Enlightened Treatment of Drunkards 
in Finland.—Institutions for the treat- 
ment of drunkards were established in 
Finland three years ago and are sub- 
sidized by the State. Now, instead of 
being sent to a prison where there is 
little hope of salvage, drunkards who 
come in contact with the law are given 
efficient treatment in a suitable institu- 
tion and as a result, many have been 
returned to normal living. 

From 1937 records, it was found that in 
51 per cent of the cases treated, one or 
both parents were drunkards. Of all 
cases, 33 per cent had been sentenced 
earlier for some crime, 30 per cent had 
previously been punished for drunken- 
ness, and 6 per cent had been incarcer- 
ated for vagrancy. Of all those treated, 
70 per cent were poor people. 

Finland, it will be remembered, at- 
tempted and repealed prohibition. As 
was the case in the United States, drink- 
ing has been increasing in Finland since 
repeal. In 1937, per capita consumption 
was 1.38 liters, which rose to 1.43 liters 
in 1938. The police handled 117,040 cases 
of drunkenness in 1938, an increase of 
25.7 per cent over 1937, the greater num- 
ber of whom, 67.4 per cent, came from 
towns. The age-span of 36 to 40 years 
contained the highest percentage of ar- 
rests. 


Wartime Trends toward Liquor Regu- 
lation—To America have come reports 
that several of the European countries, 
not alone those who are at war, are 
either contemplating or have already 
taken steps for the restriction of the 
use of alcoholic beverages. The Euro- 
pean nations, because of their ethnic 
differences which seem to make for 
strife, have had generations of turmoil 
unknown to us in the United States; 
they realize the value of physical effi- 
ciency: a man-power at the height of 
physical perfection. 

For some time before war was immi- 
nent, leaders in Germany had been urg- 
ing abstinence from liquor and tobacco. 
Even the drastic measure of sterilization 
has been used to overcome transmission 
of alcoholic addiction to the next gen- 
eration. During the mobilization of the 
now disintegrated Polish army, the same 
regulations regarding liquor were put 
into effect that are usually enforced on 
election days. Paris, and in all prob- 
ability other large cities in France, are 
closing their public houses at 11 P. M. 
Italian cities have adopted the same rul- 
ing. Belgium closes its drinking places 
during certain hours each day. In Swit- 
zerland, the sale of alcohol by the Ad- 
ministration has been arranged. In this 
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country, too, in many places, 11 P. M. 
closing is in effect. 

While many in England realize the 
effect that alcohol has on physical effi- 
ciency, so far little recognition of the 
problem seems to have been taken - by 
the authorities. During the last war, 
Lloyd George is reported to have said: 
“Drink is doing more damage in the 
war than all the German submarines put 
together.” 

Recently the British National Temper- 
ance League sent the medical, educa- 
tional, and scientific leaders of England 
an earnest appeal asking them to sign 
a statement that they would “urge our 
fellow citizens to recognize the para- 
mount necessity for the strictest personal 
discipline, and the value of total absti- 
nence from the beverage use of alco- 
hol as an element of definite National 
Service during the present crisis.” 

“We hold no brief for Herr Hitler,” 
says the South African Tribune; “our 
reactions to his internal and external 
policies are those of the ordinary lib- 
erty-loving Englishman. But it must 
be admitted that alone among the states- 
men of Europe he has been far-sighted 
enough to realize the extent to which 
—in peace and in war—alcohol is the 
enemy of national wholesomeness and 
strength.” 

In America, Business Week recently 
reported that this is to be the banner 
year, since repeal, for the liquor indus- 
try. A 7 per cent increase in consump- 
tion of domestic distilled liquors is seen, 
a 35 per cent increase in the consump- 
tion of imported wines which does not 
indicate that America is yet perturbed, 
as well she might be, over the effect of 
alcohol on the physical efficiency of her 
man-power. Probably we need another 
draft to impress upon us the fact that 
we.still have a long way to go before 
we attain the degree of physical effi- 
ciency of which we are capable. One 
excellent way to attain that efficiency 
would be to curtail our use of liquor. 


Alcohol as Digestion-Aid—You have 
probably heard it said that alcohol is 
good with meals because it will aid 
digestion. An English physician says: 

“It has been claimed that alcohol in 
dietetic quantities shortens the time re- 
quired for the digestion of a meal by 
half an hour, and this may be so, but 
it is known that 5 per cent solutions re- 
tard, and 20 per cent solutions stop di- 
gestion. Other medical authorities de- 
clare that two teaspoonfuls of brandy 
delay the digestion of a meal in the 
stomach by half an hour. In any case, 
moderate amounts taken frequently, es- 
pecially on an empty stomach, ultimately 
produce catarrh of this organ which is 
the explanation of the morning sickness 
of the alcoholic. In two minutes after 
being swallowed, alcohol reaches the 
blood, and in fifteen minutes its full ef- 
fects are produced.”—Dr. Alexander 
Bryce.
